PARIS, June 23.—The German government at Weimar has formally 


; communicated its willingness to sign the peace terms, unconditionally, it was 
announced by the French foreign office this afternoon. 


The day and hour for the formal signing of the treaty is uncertain. 


The signing possibly may take place Tuesday, but more likely Wednesday. 


The Italian delegates at present in Paris have been authorized to sign 


the treaty on behalf of Italy. This announcement removes one question 
which it was feared might delay the signing. 


The German note of acceptance, it is said, is couched in such language 


that it maintained the German position that the peace conditions are "a peace 
of violence."

Woodpecker to Settle in Thenr 


Midst, as It Were. 


Ir may sound like a joke to spenk 


oi the manufacture of woodpecker 
nestn, but.there is actually a factory 
In Maine that takes many, orders for 
such nests. . 


The blrdhouses are constructed o* 


pfne blocks 35 Inches Jong find from 
five to six Inches in diameter. The 
back of the block la squared to per- 
mit of the patent adjustment being' 
properly attached to the tree or placed 
•where the house Is to be located, a 
canopy or top piece to keep out the 
weather being made like a roof, A 
perfect nest Is drilled by a reamer. 
Within three Inches of tlie bottom a 
'corkscrew Indentation is 'made to the 
bird entrance, as the toes of the wood- 
pecker are in pairs, two before and 
two behind, with sharp, strong claws, 
t!ie whole structure of the foot making 
it ndaptable-for climbing. 


The houses are sold to orchard 


owners, as the claim Is made by the 
ornithologists that the -woodpecker's 
feed consists chiefly, of Insects and 
their larvae, which the birds get by 
digging Into the harl: and wood of 
trees.
